Jidfc Gordon Promptly Directed 
Sheriff to Bring Soldier Be- 
for the Coart 



An amnsinflr eiritodA in oonnee- 

tion with the term of tho Circuit 
Court now in session, with Judpre 
J, F. Gordon on the bench, was 
a clash between the civil and 
military authorities Saturday 
when a soldiei who was sum- 
HK»ed to appear btfort the 
errand jury reftiMd to . aeeei)t 
the summoni. 

Judge Gordon promptly direct- 
ed slieriff Joel A. C. Pickens to 
bring the young gentleman bo- 
fore the grand jury at once and 
to summons snffleient deputies to 
do so. The officer lost no time 
in getting the soldier into the 
jury room but when onee there 
the military genius refused to 
answer atiy qiK stions. When this 
was reported to the court, Judge 
Gordon directed the sheriff to 
bring the soMic-r liefore the 
court, which that nt!ioer lost no 
time in doing. The Judge who 
is always considerate of every- 
body did not commit him to 
jail for cointempt as many wouKi 
have done but questioned him in 
a kindly and fatherly way as to 
his reasons for refusing to irive 
the court the benelit of any 
knowledge he might have of the 
irM' 'rs hefori' the i-rand j\:ry. 
The soldier replied that he was 
acting under orders from hflfr 
superior oflicer, and must obey 
him. Judge Cordon then advised 
him to get in communication with 
that saperior officer at once and 
notify him that the Court held 
the military to be subservient tu 
the civil authorities and that if 
the superior officer siill directed 
him not to testify the court 
would at once secure the arrest 
of both the soldier and the su- 
perior officer and would see if 
they would then continue to re- 
fuse to give the court the imfor- 
mation desired. After this ad- 
moniton the soldier was allowerl 
to go and the presumption is he 
telephoned or sent a wireless to 
hie adjutant as he soon api^eared 
b^>re the court and expressed a 
wnlingness to tell all he knew, 
and while his loyalty to his 
superior is to he admired, ho 
leaned from the court that dis- 
ereation ia the better part of 
valor. .

The first in- 
timation neighbors had that any- 
thing had happened was short- 
ly before midnight Monday by 
the shaking of houses and rat- 
tling of windows. .Many ]»eople 
waked from sound sleep terror- 
strickened and waited for furthtr 
manifestations, but from the 
dull, heavy sound they decided 
that there had been an explos- 
ion. I 
The machinery at the Beli 
mine was being run at night in 
order to pump water out of the 
shaft. The nun in char;''' \\ere 
J. T. Gilford and Charks Travis. 
When last seen by the other 
men of the mine they were alive 
ami well, but when the men 
rushed to the mine after the e.x- 
plosion they found only mangled 
pieces of human beings. 

The big boiler had exploded 
with terrible force, wrecking the 
'"Jil liNg a id hurling the men 
high intt) the air and mangling 
them almost beyond recognition. 

Sorrowfully their friends 
gathered the torn remains to- 
gether, but Travis' head was 
missing entirely and could not 
be found. The men were both 
well known and had families. 
Gilford came from St. Joseph. 
Mo. 

Travis' head was !'oun;l latL-r. 
He is a brother of E. Jetf i ey 
Travis our coun^ school super- 
intendent, who left for the scene 
at once.

OF MINERS 

RECOVERED kl 
V PROVIDENCE 



F^'waril VauiibD's Hiad 
Blown FroiD Body 

Several Bodies So Horribly Mangled 
Tliat Ideotification Almost 
kqMMsible. 

"Wiody Shot" The Cause. 



(Special to the Gleaner) 
PROVIDENCE. KY.. Nov. 26. 

Ten horrilily inutilated bodies - 
the victims of the explosion of 
mine No. 3, of the Providence 
Coal Co., were removed from the 
bottom of the shaft today. All 
the bodies have been identified, 
althoogrh three were so fearfully 
manjfled that identification could 
be made only from the clothing 
and articles found in the pockets 
of the victims. 

Head Blown Completely Off. 

The body of Edward Vaughn, 
one of the white mmers who met 
his doom in the bowels of the 
earth, was so horribly dismemb- 
'Ti'd that identification could not 
be made. His head was torn 
from the body and was never 
found. One arm is missing and 
the body from the waist up was 
shreddedl. ^rticles in the pock- 
ets enabledVs friends to Ueuti- 
fy it. All the bodios were so 
mangled and blackened that 
inmodisti IdentlflMtkm WM im- 
poesible. 

The Govemmeut rescue corps 
incier J. Y. Williams and A. A. 
Summs reached Providence at 



iai mini- n scuc drijionst ration car 
from Linton. Ind., where the 
corps has been on a tour through 
Southern Indiana coal regions 
instructing the miners and offic- 
ials- 

At 7 o'clock three members of 

the rescue party wero lowered 
I into the mine hy a windlass erect- 
ed during the night by the coal 
company. The experts, wearing 
helnu'ts and other apparatus used 
in the i)erilous work, were low- 
ered without difficulty. They 
found thf body of Edward 
Vaughn near the bottom of the 
shaft. Ropes were tied around 
it and it was hoisted to the sur> 
face. Two nejrro bodies were 
ne.\t recovered. These were 
found several feet back fnmithe 
opening. 

Several miners were lowered 
in the mine to assist the experts 
but owing to the foul gases that 
filled the shaft th-'^y had to be 
hoisted to the surface. 

The experts worked like Tro- 
jans before recovezod the other 
bodies. Great masses of debris 
had 10 be removed before all the 
rooms eould be explored. Twen- 
ty feet back from the body of the 
shaft the passage was completely 
stopped with slate, asine timbers 
and debris. This had to be re- 
moved, reqniring several hours 
of diligent work with the pick 
and shovel. 

The experts discovered that 
the explosion was immediaetly 
followed by a flow of black damp 
To overcame this, all engines 
were put to work pumping fresh 
air into the shaft. Before all 
bodies were recovered this was 
al laved and miners wont down 
and rendered gTMt tlllltineo to 
the experts. 

The cause of the eatastrophe 
was an explosion of gases. 
Twenty men had been at work 
on the day shift but ten of them 
had left shortly before the disas- 
ter. All miners had left shots 
and it is supposed that one of 
shots was premature, which 
opened a vein of gas, or else ig- 
nited an accumulatlonofgMesin 
the entries. * 

The whole population of Prov- 
idenc and surrounding county 
flocked to the scene shortly after 
the accident and began to assist 
in the rescue of the unfortunate 
men. Guards were placed around

The famines of the victims are 
being cared for by officials of 
the mine and everthing is being 
don(> for their comfort 

.•\s soon a.>^ the wreckage is 
cleared away the company will 
start an investitsration to deter- 
mine tliO cau.sc i>f the explosion. 
According to the to tne oflScials 
of the company all precauions 
were taken to prevent a disaster 
like that of Friday afternoon, 
and they are at a loss to know 
what was the direct cause of the 
accident 

The dead miners are: Wesley 
Fugate, white, 50; married, wife 
and seven children. Edward 
Vanghn, 22, unmarried. CIssel 
Shackleford, calored, 40, unmar- 
ried. John ^^oolfork, colored, 
27. wife and yne child. Willis 
Roscoe, colored 32, wife and 
five children, George Johnson 
colored, 45, wife and five child- 
ren. Coley Johnson, colored, 
ten years of age. Coleman 
Northfleet, colored, 30, married 
Louis Llgon, 40, wife and four 
children Hope Shelton. 4^ wife 
and three children. 

When the bodies were remov- 
ed they placed on mattresses and 
carried to an undertaking estab- 
lisment where Coroner Dorris 
held inquests. Tne verdict of 
the jury was that the men came 
to their death in an explosion 
of mine No. 3, of the Providence 
Coal Co., cause unknown. 

The scene at the mine when 
the bodies were being brought 
to the surface was pathetle in 
the extreme. The wives and 
children of the dead men re- 
mained around the shaft all 
night' hoping and praying that 
their loved ones had escaped. 
But their hopes were shattered 
when the first body was raised 
to the ground. They then real- 
ized that all had been killed and 
the frantic grief of the wives 
rad ehildvtn eaoMd men with 
strong hearti to Wiwul leave 
the scene.

Doubtless every - school boy 

;ind Kirl in Crittenden county 
know of At'ihani Lincoln, but 
none perhaps have seen his old 
home place in La Rue county. 
It was my privilege to conduct a 
scries of meetings lately near 
the birthplace of this great man. 

The church is situated on the 
old Louisville and Nashville turn 
pike. This road was\uilt nearly 
a hundred years ago and will 
stand a hundred more. There 
were what is known as stage 
stands alonsr the road, where 
fresh horses were kept ready 
to take the place of those that 
had galloped from the last stop- 
ing place. I say galloped for 
that was the wav they went we 
are told, changing every few 
miles for fresh ones. These bij; 
red stages drawn by four horses 
were of as much interest to the 
early people as the automobiles 
that ran on this road now, and 
perhaps more so as they carried 
the mail as well as many pas- 
sengers with their carpo of bun- 
dles and trunks piled h.^h upon 
top. The boy who has not seen 
one of these stage coaches has 
missed something tor to me 
they are more interesting tlian a 
fast railroad train. 

Along this pike Andrew John- 
son, James K. Polk and many 
other prominent Southern men 
used to travel going to Louisville 
and on to Washington. One of the 
most pietures(iue scenes on this 
road is where this pike passes 
over Muldraughes hill, winding 
here and there, cut out of the 
mountain side, this smooth and 
broad road runs no doubt at a 
cost of many thousands of dol- 
lars. But I began to tell you 
about the Lincoln farm. Well 
this farm lies about two and a 
half miles from this pike on a 
dirt road leading from the pike 
to Hodgenville the county seat 
of LaRue county. Now don't 
imagine a beautiful farm well 
laid off, with large barns and 
strong fences, for it is not, but 
it is one of the poorest farms in 
the county. The land is lime- 
stone, full of sinks, it is sodded 
with sedge grass and lias thick- 
ets of sassafras, sumac and va- 
rious kinds of Kentucky sprouts. 

The old cabin stood about a 
quarter ci a mile from the road, 
near a very large spring, known 
as the Lincoln spring. 

There are two entrances lead- 
ing to this notable place, from 
the main road at one two large 
brick pillars stand, at the other 
two massive granite structures 
with a large copper chain for 
the gate. Where the log cabin 
stood there is now a large mem- 
orial hall of granite which is 
thirty feet wide, fifty feet long 
and forty feet high, all this 
stone came from stone ereek 
Connecticut and put up at a cost 
of one hundred thousand dollars. 
Money enough spent to erect a 
large school buildihg, but as it is 
it looks like some deserted 
mosque. This structure stands 
V0na hill fadng the South, on 
the South side there is a porch 
with six massive granite col- 
umps, while there only are four 
on the other three sides set in so 
as to make it more majestic and 
beautiful There are large 
double doors on Nwth and South 
aides of tha buihUnff. Onee 



there was a winding path from 
this cabin to the lar^e spring 
down under the hill, where Lin- 
coln, a barefoot boy use to go to 
get water. Now there is a 
broad flight of steps, twenty or 
twenty-five feet wide from curb 
to curb. These steps are in four 
flights with fourteen to each 
flight with a base of jierhaps ten 
feet between each. After going 
down these we eome to a level 
where all the carriages will stoi), 
turning to the right we go down 
a flight of narrow stone steps to 
the spring, where the old gourd 
use to be and the si)arkling 
waters are ever falling. There 
is a great white oak tree stand- 
ing above the si)ring listening to 
all you say and watching all you 
do. 

On each side of this flight of 

steps the ground is terraced and 
sown in bluegrass, with a beau-

Mrs. Keiner Wanted big Damages 
WoBun was Arrested on Charge 
of Stealing Watch 



Paducah, Ky., Nov. 28- At a 
night session of Federal CJourt 
held h«re yesterday the case of 
Laura Keiner against James 
Collins chief of the police of 
this city, and S. H. Hellbronner, 
deputy city marshal t.'.ender- 
son. Ky., was disposed of. 

The suit grew out of the ar- 
rest of the plaintiff, who i.^ 
known as Madam B. Castellano, 
in this elty, in October, 1909, 
under a warrant issued by the 
Police Judge of Henderson, on a 
charge of grand larceny. The 
ptaintiflf asked for $10,000 dam- 
ages. During the month of Oc- 
tober, 1909, Daisy Moss a colored 
school teacher of Henderson, 
Ky., was visited by a palmist. 
A few minutes after the depart- 
ure of the fortune teller a gold 
watch was missed and the school 
teacher immediately reported 
her loss to M. P. Abel, Header- 
son's city marshal. That officer 
immediately made an effort to 
locate tlio person who had visit- 
ed the iVIoss home, having an ex- 
cellent description upon which to 
locate his ((uarry. A sliort time 
afterwards he received informa- 
tion that a person, who followed 
the profession of palmistry' and 
who fUt<'(l tlio description, re- 
sided in Paducah. and was 
known as Madam B. Castellano. 
A warrant v. as scoured and 
Deputy Heilbronner came to 
this -ity and turned over his 
warrant to the polico department 
and the plaintitf ir. the suit was 
arrested. The officers later de- 
termined that they did not care 
to hold th.e party under arrest 
and she was not taken to Hen- 
derson. 

Later the Henderson county 
jrrand jury returned an indict- 
ment against Madam Castellano 
and she was taken to Henderson 
by Chief of Police Collins and in- 
dentitied by Daisy Moss and her 
mother. She was permitted to 
give bail, and after being in the 
Henderson county jail for a 
short time and upon her trial in 
the Henderson Circuit Court 
proved an aliU and was acquit- 
ted. 

The suit was begun yesterday 
afternoon and eontinued after 

supper. 

After the completion of the 
plaintifTa evidenee. the attor- 

neys for the defendants moved 
to grant a peremptory instruction 
and after Judge Evans indi- 
cated that he would dismiss the 
suit as to the several defend- 
ants, the attorneys for the plain- 
tiff dismissed the suit as to all 
the defendan.8.
